Keport of Water Commissioners. 


When the last report of the Water Commissioners was 
made the factory connected with the pumping station was 
unoccupied, and the water was being pumped by ourselves, 
using wood for fuel instead of coal, owing to the high cost 
of the latter. This continued till June Ist, when a con- 
tract was made with Chase, Chamberlain & Co. to pump 
the water for a term of five years from that date. The 
price paid is in accordance with the wish of the town, as 
expressed at a special town meeting held in 1898, $1,000 
per year, and the use of the factory. This amount is paid 
in quarterly payments of $250 each. 

During the year all the wells in the well system have 
been carefully cleared of all accumulations and obstruc- 
tions in them, and the pipes and valves between the well 
pools and the main suction pipe put into first class condi- 
tion. One well is at present disconnected, but it can be 
readily joined in the summer, and in the meantime it 
makes no appreciable difference in the supply for the use 
of a community several times the size of our village. 
Water takers living near the closed ends of the mains 
should not hesitate to inform the Water Commissioners 
when, at any time, the water drawn from the faucet has a 
milky, or any appearance other than that of pure, clear 
water, for it can be easily remedied, and should be rem- 
edied at once. A yentilating shaft has been put into the 
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main part of the factory, extending quite a little above the 
roof, which has greatly improved the sanitary condition of 
the building. Other repairs, more or less extensive, have 
been made in and about the factory and pumping station. 
A new duplex boiler feed pump for forcing water into the 
boiler has been added to the equipment, the large water 
pump has been thoroughly repaired with new plungers and 
sleeves, and the other pumps have been put into good con- 
dition, and quite a good many repairs have been made in 
and about the building. 

To the sum of $52.50, which is now due from water 
takers and unpaid, the system should be credited, though 
it may not now be done, with the amount to be paid by 
Mr. T. W. Davis to make the amount paid by the water 
takers on the line of the extension near his place equal 
$60.00 per year for three years from January Ist, 1898, 
which will take from $20.00 to $30.00 per year, probably. 

We desire to request the water takers to abstain from 
wasting or permitting any waste of water. If the faucet 
leaks have it repaired, and if there is any danger of the 
pipes freezing in winter have them properly boxed, or in 
some way protected from frost so there will be no desire 
for water to run to keep them from freezing. Keep the 
faucet closed in summer. ‘The water is no purer for drip- 
ping from it, and the loss in this way, where it occurs, is 
ereater than one may imagine. It is not our object to in- 
duce any water taker to abstain from the full and free use 
of all the water he may need for all the purposes to which 
he is entitled to apply it, but simply to avoid waste. Itis 
expected and desired that it be used freely, for the free 
use of water 1s conducive to the public health which is es- 
pecially to be desired. The supply will always be ample 
for all our users even in the most protracted drouth. It is 
quite probable, should occasion require it, that the pumps 
may be run night and day for a long time without affect- 
ing the users, and no one should at any time, except in 
case of accident to the pumping or other machinery, ab- 
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stain from the free use, without waste, of all the water he 
may need for his legitimate uses. 

The vacancy upon the Board of Water Commissioners, 
caused by the resignation of Mr. O. W. Fellows, remained 
unfilled until quite recently, when Mr. Cecil E. Ham was 
appointed to fill the vacancy. A list of the bills, approved 
during the fiscal year, and the balance sheet follow, all of 
which is respectfully submitted.

decided to employ only resident teachers. We believe 
that the results have justified the wisdom of this step. 
Teachers and pupils have worked together in union and 
harmony, and have manifested a great deal of interest and 
enthusiasm. The record of visitors indicates that the 
' parents and friends have not been indifferent to the wel- 
fare and progress of the pupils. We desire to thank the 
patrons of the school for the interest they have shown in 
the past, and hope it will continue in the future. We 
feel it needful to impress upon the parents the necessity 
.of punctuality in attendance on the part of their child- 
ren. It is annoying to the teacher, and detrimental to the 
welfare of the school when pupils enter during the opening 
exercises. We hope the parents will consider this matter 
seriously, as upon them devolves the responsibility. 

At the annual town meeting it was voted to raise 
money for repairs on the Wason school house. At that 
time a number of pupils were expected to move into the 
district, but for some reason they failed to do so; hence, 
when the time for opening school arrived there was only 
one pupil in the district. In the meantime the School 
Board received a petition, signed by the leading citizens 
of the town, urging that a school might be held in the 
Green district. Consequently, the committee secured a 
suitable building, and, in accordance with the expressed 
wish of the townspeople, a school was held there. 


However, we feel that the money which was spent in 
repairing the Wason school house was not wasted, as we 
are of the opinion that itis false economy to allow our 
school buildings to go to decay, and we heartily approve 
every wisely directed effort put forth for their improve- 
ment. 

Some persons may wish to enquire concerning the 
large amount of money now in the school treasury. <A 
part of this sum is to be used for paying the expenses of 
the schools now in session. In accordance with the pro- 
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visions of Section 6 of Chapter 77 of the Session Laws of 
1899, the town of Raymond received the sum of $345.12 
from the state treasury. However, the School Board did 
not know until after the close of, the district schools that 
this money would be received; then, when it was paid, it 
was thought best not to reopen the schools this winter. 
It seemed the wiser plan to begin them early in the spring, 
so that the terms will close before the end of the school 
year in August. 

The object of this state aid is not to relieve the iat 
payers from their full duty in the support of the schools, 
and we trust that, at the annual town meeting, our citi-, 
zens will not feel that they are excused from making the 
usual appropriation for this purpose.
